W hile It is now asserted th a t Gen­ 
eral K uropatkin enjoya a considerable 
num erical superiority, th e m ain fear 
expressed is th a t this superiority Is in­ 
sufficient to enable him to c a rry out 
th e big o perations he has undertaken. 
A pprehension is caused by a T oklo dis­ 
patch saying th at Field M arshal O ya­ 
m a rep o rts th a t he is gaining ground 
and has cut off a R ussian colum n be­ 
low the T aitse river. 
It is only n at­ 
ural, a fter the repeated rev erses al­ 
ready suffered, th a t R ussians fully rfr 
•lize how m uch G eneral K uropatkin 
has staked upon th e assum ption o f the 
offensive. 
T he b attle now in progress 
undoubtedly will outw eigh in im port 
ance the h ard fight a t L iao Yang.

K uropatkin victory, p artia l o r com­ 


plete, is absolutely necessary. 
D efeat 
would certain ly spell ruin for his m il­ 
itary leputaU on and probably prove a 
d isaster of th e first m agnitude to tho 
R ussian arrry . 
If th e Jap an ese should 
roll up K am pat k in 's advance now, all 
hope of an aggressive R ussian success
